The expression "to pour oil 011 


the troubled waters" ia generally 
regarded as a metaphor or figure of 
speech, illustrating the action of 
some persuasive peacemaker, soften- 
ing the angry passions of contend- 
ing disputants. On the other hand, 
the mollifying influence of oleagin- 
ous liquids upon the vayes was long 
ago demonstrated as a scientific fact, 
and the equinoctial gales would prob- 
ably have been kept in subjection ere 
now, 
on the high seas, but for the 


uncertainty of the weather, and the 
estimated expenses of oiling an area 
as limited even as the Bay of Bis- 
cay. It would appear, 
however, 


that a gentleman of Berth has solved 
the problem of economy as applied 
to greasing the sea, and: that in fu- 
ture ships may carry with them, at 
a comparatively trifling coat, a suffi- 
cient supply of oil to nullify tbe rig- 
ors ot the fiercest cyclone. A north- 
ern contemporary states that a se- 
ries of experiments have lately ta- 
ken place in the north harbor, Pe- 
terhead, with the most satisfactory- 
results. The experimentalist filled 
some bottles full of oil and sank 
them to the bottom of the horbor 
while a gale was blowing.

ing to the top of the raging billows, 
stilled them as if by a miracle. As 
a consequence of this experiment, it 
is thought in the neighborhood of 
Perth that oil can be laid on contin- 
uously by pipes to the bars of all 
exposed harbors so as to enable ves- 
sels to gain port in safety in (he 
midst of the most violent hurricanes. 
The invention would be invaluable 
if applied to the channel passage in 
dirty weather.

ocean, we need not despair cf being 
able, sooner or later, to warm the 
North Pole with otherwise waste 
steam, and fertili/e the great desert 
by artificial irrigation.

water for a few hours, when he 
takes it nut and fries it in hot lard 
until it turns to a brown color, 
when it is ready ibr the table, and 
is unsurpa'i'-rd by any rural in the 
woi Id.

From 
1795 to 1840 the Nation had but sir 
incumbents of the office of Postmaster 
General, an average of service of nine 
years, and in every case except that of 
Jackson, no President deemed it a part 
of his duty to change the Postmaster 
General on his accession. 


From 1795 to 1840 the Secretaries 


ol the Treasury numbered seven, besides 
three persons who occupied the place 
for a snort period nnder Jackson. With 
these exceptions the average service of 
the respective Secretaries were six and 
one-twelfth years. John Adams was 
content to take Washington's Secretary 
of the,Treasury. Mr. Jefferson saw no 
reason to assume that his predecessor's 
advisers were not to be relied .upon. 
Mr. Madison deemed Mr. Gallatin none 
the worse because of his success under 
Jefferson. 
Van Buren made no little 


part of his reputation by relying upon 
the sagacity aad the financial ability of 
Mr. Woodbury, whom Jackson had cho- 
sen for the Treasury.

This will be offered by Rep- 
resentative Kelly as a substitute when 
the Wood refunding bill is called up.
